DEALING WITH AIR 
TRAFFIC EXPANSION 


——si 


ERLIN’S airport at Tempelhof is under- 
going extensive alterations to cope with 
the enormous expansion taking place 

in connection with air traffic in Germany. 
In 1034, 123,000 arriving and 
were

impressive figures compared with the 9,000 air 
oy, i berm at the same airport in 

925. freight and mail carried have also 
increased ingly. 

It was in February, 1034, that Herr Hitler, 
who has travelled by air countless times, 
announced, when he made a landing at 
Tempelhof, that plans were afoot greatly to 
increase the size of the landing |, mg and 
to recoustruct and extend the buildings 
_ Herr Hitler’s indications regarding the 
planning and formation of the airport grounds, 
and for the position of the buildings, formed 
the basis for the project which, under the 
management of General Goermg, was begun 
in the winter of 1936. i 

It was rapidly discovered that the Fuehrer s 
own ideas, expressed two years before, would 
not only offer the greatest advantages from 
a flight technical point of view, but also that 
they included the best planning from a modern 
town-planning point of view. i 

The landing ground was to be trebled m 
area, in the south by means of including un- 
occupied land stretching to the railway, to 
the west by taking in the ''May Field on 
both sides of the present airport highway, 
and to the north-west by using another free 
site. In addition, a section of a public park 
and part of the military cemetery had to be 
used. ) 

The buildings, especially such large ones as 
the aeroplane s the customs, reception 
and management buildings were to be placed 
in the north-western section of the exten- 


ME -. Berlin, 

The planning was 
of Dr. Ernst Fate Ba who was responsible 
for the building of the huge Air Ministry in 
Berlin. 

After all technical points had been con- 
sidered, and after the approval of Herr 
Hitler had been obtained, the plans were 
published in March, 1956. is 

Like the new Air Ministry in the Wilhelm- 
strasse, the new Reichsbank building and the 
new Municipal buildings in the neighbour- 
hood of the Stadthaus and the Halle Gate, 
Rerlin’s new airport buildings will rank as 
an important expression of the Third Reich's 
effort to create a new capital, 


ARCHITECT’S TASK 


The task of the architect was not, there- 
fore, merely to construct an ideal airport 
with first-class reception and other buildings, 
but he had also to bear in mind the town- 
planning aspects of the site with which he 
had to deal. Berlin is alone, among European 
cities, in the possession of so large a site, in 
the heart of the town, which it is able to 
devote to the new means of travel. The new 
airport buildings are within three miles of the 
centre of the town. 

Here is a circular space, having a diameter 
of about 230 metres, where stand the various 
four storey buildings in which is housed the 
management of civil flying. This circular 
space gives on to a courtyard, about 90 
metres deep and 80 metres wide, the side 
walls of which are formed by the offices of 
the airport, and which ends at the point 
where the 30 metre high reception building is 
situated, bain i 

This courtyard, severely limited in space, 
is used by the architect to emphasise the 
importance of the new world airport. The 
facades of the building to the court are given 
an arcade appearance, behind which, on the 
right hand, rises the great post office build- 
ing, while on the opposite side are various 
shops. In the courtyard fagade of the re- 
ception building the arcade serves as & 
vestibule, 

The presence of the arcades also enables 
travellers in bad weather to step immediately 
from their motor cars into shelter, and also 
to leave the airport in comfort at the end of 
a journey. 
he external fronts of the buildings are 
being carried out in the light yellow stone 
of South Germany. The visitor enters first 
the great reception hall, which is 92 metres 
long and nine metres broad. In this wide 
space are arranged travel bureaux, book and 
newspaper stalls. and fruit and flower shops, 
so that the general appearance is that of a 
super railway station. ice is sufficient space 
for it to serve as u meeting be for parties 
of tourists and visitors to the roof terraces 
and restaurants, without any confusion being 
caused in the actual reception halls for air 
passengers. 


GENEROUS SCALE 

The passenger reception hall, 100 metres 
long and 50 metres broad, leaas off the 
entrance hall. Here are to be found luggage 
and ticket offices and the Customs “epart- 
ment. Passengers leaving for foreign countries 
are here separated from those who are travel- 
ling within the borders of Germany. Every- 
thing is planned on an éa; 
generous scale, and it is easy for 
a passenger to see where he has 
to go. The new buildings will be 
able to cope effectually with greatly increased 
air traffic, and the future developments are 
certain to show that this generosity of plan- 
ning was wise. . 
With its vast side windows rising from 
floor to ceiling, its side aisles and vast ex- 
tent, this great room somewhat resembled 
the nave of some old Gothic church. It 

yssesses the beauty of being perfectly fitted 
or its purpose, 

On entering the passenger reception hall 
from the entrance hall. it is noticed that the 
other end of the hall ends in a glass wall, 
through which may be seen the landing 
ground. There is a covered platform, from 
which passengers enter the machine. 

From the reception hall the passenger 
comes out on to the covered departure plat- 
form, extending for a distance of 380 metres. 
This covered platform is a new departure in 
air traffic, and will certainly prove most wel- 
come. Its slightly eurved length is so 
arranged that even the largest type of air- 
craft at present in service (and even the 
larger ones that may be expected to arrive 
in the future) will be able to dock there. 
It is possible for a dozen machines, at least, 
to arrive or depart from this platform at the 
same time. 

Ideal arrangements have been made for 
loading and unloading of freight and mail. 
The goods will be conveyed by electrically 
driven trucks from the large two-storey 
freight and postal halls, which are situated 
under the reception halls. These occupy an 
area of about 5,000 square metres. 

The covered platform, 380 metres long, 
forms the centre of a building front which 1s 
nearly 1,200 metres in length and situated in 
a curve of the north-western boundry of the 
oval flying ground. On each side of the 
platform are being built latge, closed aero- 
plane sheds, each 400 metres long. 

In the construction of these sheds, yet 
another idea has received consideration. The 
roofs are being fitted as stands for spectators, 
of whom 60,000 will be able to be accom- 
modated. | 
Staircases to reach the roof gardens and 
stands are situated at the back of the halls, 


AIR DISPLAYS 

In the past it has frequently been noticed 
that when air pageants have been held at 
Templehof thousands of enthusiasts flocked 
there; but that only a few of these could be 

offered seats affording good view. | 
Temoplehof will in future be not only an 
airport; but also a magnificent stadium for 
air displays. From all these vast terraces. 
and from the roof restaurant (where 2,000 
guests can be seated), an open view across 
the trebly-enlarged new Janding ground, 
which is nearly two miles long and over a 
mile wide. As soon as the street crossing 
the air ground can be discarded, that will be 
the extent of the ground, at present inter- 
sected by it. When the new buildings have 
been completed—which will be at the end of 
next year--and as soon as the new port is 
operating at full pressure, the old sheds are 

also to disappear.

trade and industry. Far too much of it, 
perhaps, was due to Government expenditure 
on armaments and equipment for war. 

‘Legislation to ensure holidays with pay 
was overdue, and Britain lagged behind other 
countries in this respect, Mr. Rowlerson 
declared. Paid holidays should be made a 
legal right, and the details for each trade 
and industry left to the trade unions to 
arrange with the employers’ organisations. 

‘‘ Unfortunately, little progress could be 
reported towards the establishment of the 
forty-hour week, and frustration of the effort 
to frame a general international convention 
at Geneva was chiefly due to the British 


Government.” 
BAD FOR THE UNION 


Dealing with unofficial strikes, of which 
Mr. Rowlerson said that they had more than 
one unfortunate experience since their last 
conference, he remarked; ‘‘I am sure l shall 
have your assent, and that of the entire 
membership, in saying that sectional action 
in violation of union rules, and its opposition 
to the authority of your Executive Boar 
and responsible officers, is detrimental to the 
union’s interests. 

‘It disables the union in many grievous 
wuys—by loss om membership, by embittered 
recrimination and dissension, by impairing 
the action of the union in dealing with the 
employers; by making inroads upon the 
union’s financial resources, which it holds in 
trust for the whole membership and must 
not allow to be frittered away in hasty, ill- 
considered and unauthorised sectional dis- 
utes. Only by maintaining the disciplwe, 
loyalty and unity of the organisation in. ac- 
cordanee with the rules framed in the in- 
terests of all can the union preserve its power 
of effective action on behalf of all.” 

Mr. Rowlerson also delivered a bitter at- 
tack on Fascism. 

“Our: union,” he said, ‘‘maintains its 
existence and its attachments to the prin- 
ciples of democracy and freedom in a world 
ehich menaces both—a world which con- 
tinues unstable, hostile and dangerous, where 
our ideals and principles are concerned. 

‘*Since our last conference we have seen 
a most sinister and alarming development of 
Fascist aggression in the criminal and 
murderous assault upon the legal Govern- 
ment of Spain and upon the liberty and in- 
dependence of the Spanish people. The 
struggle has entered upon a bloodier and 
more agonising phase, while the dreary farce 
of non-intervention played by the European 
Powers has become more cruel, cynical and 
insincere.”’ 

A resolution by Leeds No. 2 Branch, 
‘*viewed with alarm the gradual elimination 
of male workers through the ever-increasing 
rationalisation of the clothing industry, re- 
sulting in the cheapening and lowering of 
the standard of the woman worker.” 


WOMEN WORKERS 

It called on the Executive Board to do 
everything possible to encourage women mem- 
bers to take a more active interest in trade 
union circles. 

It was stated that the motion had the sup- 
port of the Executive. 

Mr. C. F. Paker (Middlesbro’) said that 
competition used to be between male and 
female labour, now it was between juvenile 
and female. 

Miss Mavcock, member of the Executive, 
said that the position of the men would be 
safeguarded if women insisted on equality of 
pay. If a job were a job, the price for it 
was one irrespective of the sex of the opera- 
tive. 

Mr. A. White (Bristol) said that if, years 
ago, men had regarded women as co-workers, 
and educated them along trade union lines, 
the position would have been different. 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

1937 the first — cage of Ger. 
manv's net-work of new motor roads 
reached computes and could be opened to 
traffic. After four years-of construction, more 
than one-fourth of the huge project known 
as ‘Adolf Hitler's Highways’ has been 
finished, the whole to embrace some 7,000 
kilometres. Never before, perhaps, has a 
project of this kind been carried through 
vith such speed and efficiency as this latest 
road-construction progtamme in Germany. 
Un May 1, 1933, the first “National Labour 
Vay,” Adolf Hitler, addressing hundreds of 
thousands assembled at Tempelhof Field, 
near Berlin, formally announced this gigantic 
plan. Just eight weeks jater, on June 27, 
the first law appertaining 80 these new roads 
was enacted, and on ptember 25, three 
months afterwards, actual work was begun, 
the Reich Chancellor himself turning over 
the first spadeful of ground at the opening 
ceremonies, The first section on which work 
started was the Frankfort a/Main-Mannheim 
road, and to-day, after four years, motor cars 
are running through all parts of the country 
over these 2,000 kilometres of Reich motor 
roads. 3

ENORMOUS EXPENSE 


The construction of these roads has involved 
enormeus expense, out seems to be justified 
for twe main reasons—the fight against 
unemployment and the constantly growing 
automobile traffic. The German Governmenr' 
is allocating 400 million marks annually to 
the project. Of this sum 47 per cent. goes 
into wages, 25 per cent. is for materials, 12 
per cent. for machines and equipment, and 
16 per cent. for administration expenses and 
kindred items. 120,000 workmen are actually 
employed on the roads; auxiliary work 
occupies another 60,000, and there are at 
least 80,0C0 engaged in the manufacture and 
preparation of road-building materials, etc. 
This means that the State is saving some- 
thing like 120 million marks per annum 
which would otherwise have to be paid out 
for unemployment relief, and, at the same 
time, is receiving additional tax revenues to 
the amount of £0 millions. The situation, 
then, is something like this :—35 per cent. of 
the money now heing devoted to this road- 
construction would have to be disbursed for 
the benefit of unemployed, while approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. flows back into the State 
Treasury in the form of taxes, and the State's 
net outlay is only about 35 to 40 per cent. 
of the total expended. To what a great 
extent unemployment has been reduced 
through this road-constructfon programme can 
be seen from the fact that the number of 
workmen directly or indirectly emploved on 
the project has increased from 200,000 in 
the spring of 19335 to 400,000 at the present 
time. 

It is felt sure that the future expansion of 
motor trafic and the antomobile industry 
generally will fully justify this gigantic task, 
for which the National Socialist Govern- 
ment has assumed the responsibility. The 
plan as first conceived contemplates a. net 
work of some 7,000 kilometres. or about 4.375 
miles of new roads. These will serve as lines 
of communication between all the important 
business and industrial centres of Germany, 
and new centres will probably grow up where 
these roads have their junctions; most of the 
new roads will follow the old “ trade routes ”’ 
of centuries ago. One of them, for example, 
runs from the Dutch-German frontier near 
Wesel, thence via Cologne-Frankfort-Nurem- 
berg ahd Regensburg to Passau. This same 
route was used in medieval times by the 
merchants of Holland when plying their trade 
up the Rhine and down the Danube to the 
Balkans, and thence vie Constantinople to the 
Orient. Another of the new roads follows 
the trail of the old trade route from the 
Rhineland via Cologne-Erfurt-Leipzig and 
Breslau to Upper Silesia. This route was 
originally used by the merchants of Flanders 
on their way to Poland and Russia. The old

TO THE FRONTIERS 


According to the plans adopted, all sections 
of the new motor road system will be built 
right up to the German frontiers, indicating 
that they are intended to form a part of an 
international European network of roads for 
motor traffic, 

A fixed standard has been established in 
the dimensions, etc., of these roads. There 
are to be two separate motorways, each 
twenty-five feet wide and divided’ by a 
sixteen-foot greensward, which will be planted 
with trees or shrubs, in order to shield the 
driver of a car from the glare of headlights 
coming in the opposite direction. There will 
be no grade crossings, as these will be re- 
placed in every instance by bridges or 
viaducts. Special turn-outs will be provided 
for cars desiring to enter upon or leave the 
main road. so that they may take either 
direction without having to cross the main 
highway. In this connection there are still 
many difficulties and obstacles to be met and 
overcome, This is particularly true of the 
densely populated regions through which the 
motor road runs, such as the Ruhr Basin. 
which is already overcrowded with railway 
lines and highwavs. Near Kaiserberg, in the 
Ruhr, the Reich Motor road must cross eleve™ 
railway lines, seventeen ordinary highwavs 
and two canals, In the Essen district ther 
are forty sets of railway tracks to be crossed.

This reputedly republican portion of 
Ireland seems to be going all royalist 
lately. 

There is now a King of the Arans, I am 
told, and a regal successor to the dead 
Queen of Tory, off the coast of Donegal, 
is also being sought. Last week we had 
the crowning of a King of Dalkey Island 
in the presence of some very prominent 
followers of Mr, de Valera; and this week 
Kerry men in their thousands will observe 
the centuries-old custom of crowning a 
goat as King of Killorglin during the 
three-day annual fair. And 1s there a 
county in the south more entitled to the 
prefix ‘‘ rebel’’ than the Kingdom? 

The origin of the custom itself is not so 
easy to discover. One explanation (as 
good as the rest) has it that a goat saved 
the village from destruction by a maraud- 
ing army in the long ago, so the in- 
habitants ordained that the memory of 
that animal’s bravery should be kept alive 
by an annual crowning of a puck. 

The fair has its serious side es well, ot 
course, and I am told that many buyers 
from England attend in the hope of acquir-: 
ing the bargains in horseflesh they missed 
by being outbid at Ballsbridge last week. 


Donnybrook in Kerry 


Those who turn up in greatest force for 
the event, however, are the tinkers (who 
seem to travel from all parts of the 
country with their donkeys and their card 
tricks), and I believe that they are the 
yery visitors the villagers do not want. 

Tinkers would, be banned from Killorglin 
this week if the fair organisers had the 
legal power to keep them out. At it is, 
a few hundred extra policemen have to 
be brought in to ‘‘keep the peace,” for 
the tinker tribes find it impossible to 
avoid squabbling at night.

A graduate of Trinity College, Dublin, who 
is now a resident of East London, South 
Africa—Dr. George Nesbitt—told members 
of the Dublin Rotary Club of South Africa’s 
problem at their weekly luncheon yesterday. 

Dr. Nesbitt is District Governor of Rotary 
in the area of Africa south of the Equator. 

He said that a strong colour bar exists in 
South Africa, although, theoretically, not in 
Rotary. tepresentations had been made re- 
garding the admission of Indians to Rotary 
in that country. Apart from the colour bar, 
there was the .division of the whites inte 
British and Afrikaans; both sections were 
the best of fmends, and if thev were left 
alone by the politicians, he believed that 
differences would not arise. Rotary, ‘con- 
sidered Dr. Nesbitt, would tackle the job of 
bringing the two parties together. 

The native problem was the biggest ques- 
tion, however, and the natives had picked up 
many of the- white men’s habits and all of 
their vices. Kventnally, by the process of 
evolution, they would become civilised—as we 
know civilisation—and then the crisis as to 
who was going to inhabit South Africa, the 
whites or the blacks, would come. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin, who has just 
been elected an honorary member of the 
Rotary Club, Mr. Keith Eason, and the 
Chairman, Mr. T, A. Grehan, thanked the 
speaker.

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AN INTERNATIONAL 
THEATRE OF ART 


** CHAUVES-SOURIS "+ 
PLAYER’S IDEA 


By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The foundation of an International Theatre 
of Art for young people of all countries who 
appear to con the spark of genius is the 
life-long ambition of M. Emile Boreo, 
formerly of the Moscow Arts Theatre ‘and 
the famous ‘*‘ Chauves-Souris’”’ show 

At the present time, he told me yesterday 
(on his rat visit to Dublin), the young 
genius has very little chance of recognition 
in the commercial struggle of all the arts. 
As yet the plan for the Tateonntiohel Theatre 
of Art is still unfinished, the site of the 
theatre—or institute—still unselected. But 
M. Boreo thinks and talks of his brain-child 
always, and his dynamic personality carries 
anyone who listens to him right over to his 
camp immediately. 

Perhaps, his own mixed nationhood may 
have something to do with his insistence: on 
the appreciation of true internationalism in 
all the arts. His father was Russian, his 
mother is French (she is a doctor in the 
Institut Pasteur), and he is an American 
citizen who speaks seven languages. 

His earliest experience of the theatre was 
in Paris, where he led a group of paid 
applauders at five francs a week. The loss 
of his job, for applauding too heartily while 
watching Sarah Bernhardt, led to his meeting 
with the famous French actress, who was so 
impressed with his dramatic pleading for 
the restoration of his employment that she 
sent him for training in elocution. 

Of Bernhardt and her genius M,_Boreo 
will talk for hours, breaking off n and 
then to recount some amusing or tragic ex- 
perience of life in the Moscow Arts Theatre 
or in some more recent show. 

The *’ Chauves-Souris’’ was born in the 
basement of a Moscow boardinghouse, he re- 
lated, from the after-the-show meetings of 
artists, who used to entertain each other. 
One of the first. steps M. Boreo made towards 
fame was his ballet, ‘‘The Parade of the 
Wooden Soldiers,’’ which Neketer Baleff used 
as one of the main features of the show. 

He sees a similarity between some of the 
work of the Russian Theatre and of the 
Abbey Theatre. He is full of enthusiasm 
for the Abbey Players and the sincerity of 
their work.

Old Cinemas 


In Dublin the famous Rotuada Round 
Room, still in active use as a cuiema, was 
the first place in which fi'ms wee 
publicly shown. - ln other places the oll 
music-halls were the first cinemas, and 
the length of a variety “ turn ” the usual 
running time of the first films. In time 
the novelty of the “ living pictare’’ item 
palled, and it came to be used to indicate 
that the end of the programme had been 
reached. ‘‘utside the music-hall the <ilm 
habit grew and prospered, as enterprisinz 
showmen hired iocal halls for their per- 
formances, and paid rents from a per- 
centage on the takings. In America the 
“penny arcade ' men, led by an enter- 
prising young man named Adolph Zukor, 
gave a fillip to the films by adopting some 
astonishing methods for luring patrons 
from the peep-shows to the pictures. Other 
pioneers of the business at, the time were 
the youthful Carl Maemmle, a certain 
Jesse Lasky, and a group of young bicycle 
salesmen named Warner. In London 
crowds flocked into a shop in Oxford 
street to tour the Rocky Mountains for 
sixpence with an enterprise known as 
Hale’s Tours. 


Wooden Halls 


_ The early days of the cinema were 
indeed primitive. Many of the first 
cinemas were wooden halls, lit by un- 
covered gas-jets, and the seating consisted 
of hard wooden benches. The film, as it 
ran through the projector, unwound itself 
on to the floor or into an open basket. A 
few serious fires drew attention to the 
dangers, and in the Cinematograph Act 
of 1906 control was taken of the safety of 
patrons in the new form of entertainment. 
Only a few years ago the tragedy of Drum- 
collogher made Ireland aware of a certain 
lag in similar control. 

Step by step in the years before and 
during the war the “ bioscope,”’ as it was 
at first called, developed as a form of 
Ox entertainment. By 1913, for a 
ew pence, a six-Teel film might be seen in 
‘“ de luxe ” picture palaces with gorgeously 
apparelled attendants. Not long after- 
wards the making of such films as 
Griffith’s “ Birth of a Nation ” made it 
essential to have large cinemas and special 
music, This put the hall-mark of gen- 
tility on the ‘* flicks,’’ and the vast de- 
velopment of films and cinemas in America 
during the war years led to the impetus 
in these countries after 1918. Cinemas 
seemed to spring up like mushrooms every- 
where, and every new one was a “ super.”’ 
But the patron’s comfort was a primary 
consideration, and theatre critics began to 
talk about the relative discomfort of the 
theatres. It is interesting to look from

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The total number of unemployed persons 
on the register on July 26 was 1,379,459 
according to the returns for last month, issued 
last night by the British Ministry of Labour. 
This is an increase of 22,861 on the June 
figure, but 272,613 less than for the corres- 
ponding date a year ago. 

A ‘seasonal increase in the number of 
juveniles by 22,042, mainly owing to the 
registration of boys and girls leaving school, 
accounts for the increase in the total of 
registered unemployed. 

There were 511,000 more people at work on 
July 26 than there were a year ago, the 
present number of insured persons in employ- 
ment being approximatély 11,517,000, During 
July there was an improvement in the dis- 
tributive trades, hotels and boarding house, 
road transport, and shipping services, and in 
certain food manufacturing industries. There 
was also a reduction in the number of 
persons unemployed in the coal mining 
industry, the figures for June having shown 
the effect of the stoppages in connection with 
the Yorkshire mineworkers’ demonstration. 
There were 25.036 fewer miners employed 
in July, compared with the previous month. 

On the other hand, employment declined in 
building and public works contracting, in the 
pottery, iron and steel, general engineering 
and motor vehicle industries, and in wool,

“There is very little use in a student 
entering the college without having been 
brought up on a farm or being acquainted 
with farm lile,” said Professer J. P. Drew, 
director of the Albert Agricultural Gollege, 
Glasnevin, Dublin, addressing a: party ol 
farmers from Roscommon, wie visited the 
college yesterday. 

There was a great demand for their 
graduates at the present time; he said, and 
the number of them going out was not 
sufficient. to supply the demand. At the 
present time there was a great Beir in 
etting the right type of student, “and we 
find from experience that it is impossible to 
turn out the right type of graduate unless he 
has a sound knowledge a farming before- 
hand.’’ 

Professor Drew said that the system was 
at fault in that agriculture was not made 
one of the examination subjects of the County 
Council Scholarships, with the result that a 
town-dweller, who possibly had no practical 
experience of agriculture, had to take the 
course, no other choice being left to him. 
He had none of the essential agricultural 
background, and consequently he was more 
or less a misfit, but had to make the best of 
it. The system reacted against the welfare 
of agriculture in the sense that such a 
graduate, possibly becoming a rural science 
teacher, could not do justice to his pro- 
fession among the agricultural community. 
He suggested that ive scholarships were 
awarded, tenable in an agricultural college, 
practical agriculture should be one of the 
subjects for the examination, and thus give 
the country boy the chance of competing 
successfully for the agricultural scholarship. 

Professor Drew told the visitors what was 
being done on the farm at the college, and 
said that they realised it was by keeping in 
touch with practical farmers that they could 
hope to keep their experiments on really 
practical lines.

Lord. Baden Powell, the Chief Scout, 
appealed for peace and good-will in a 
poignant farewell speech to 28,000 Boy Scouts 
after their final march past at the fifth 
World Jamboree here to-day. 

“The time has come for me to say good- 
bye,” he said, speaxing with emotion. “Some 
of us will never meet again. | am in my 
eighty-first year—near the end of my life. 
You are at the beginning of yours. Try and 
make it happy by applying the Scouts’ code. 
It will help to bring about God's reign of 
peace and good-will,.’’ Earlier in his speech 
the Chief Scout spo'e of “ our crusade for 
friendship and peace. 

“In a few years,” he continued, “you will 
be grown up and will be faced with the 
difficulties and conflicts of nations. Some 
will talk of war. You will know a better 
way — discussing amicably and reaching a 
settlement peacefully.” 

The Chief Scout concluded with the words: 
“ To all Scouts, good-bye, and God bless you 
ail.”

East and West 


While politicians still are wrangling 
in Europe over the possible future of 
Spain, matters in the Far East are going 
from bad to almost 
impossible for the layman to understand 
what is happening in China. The news- 
paper reports appear to him as a mere 
conglomeration of unpronounceable names ; 


worse, It is 


the available maps give him scanty 
assistance, even if he has the patience to 
study them; and he is content to dismiss 
the. subject as of minor importance, turn- 
ing to the latest news from Spain, or, 
even more often, to the gossip regarding 
the coming “ big fight.” Yet the con- 
dition of affairs.in the Far East ought 
to be a matter of real concern to every 
responsible European. We on this side of 
the globe have no conception of the 
enormous forces that are latent in farthest 
Asia. We are inclined to believe that 
because China and Japan are so far away 
their relations have little to do with us; 
but both countries are advancing at such 
a speed that they no longer can be treated 
as interesting and rather romantic 
curiosities, One of these days Europe 
will wake up to find that. the yellow 
races have taken full possession of the 
East; and then, when it is too late, her 
peoples will realise how foolish they have 
been. Japan is pursuing a policy of 
masterful realism in the Far East. She 
set out after the war to establish her 
influence firmly on the Asiatic majniand, 
and she never has deviated one inch from 
that policy during the last eighteen years. 
Her statesmen used the League of Nations 
for so long as it suited their plans; then 
they threw it overboard and continued to 
act as if it never had existed. Manchuria 
was invaded, wantonly and cynically. 
War was waged with the most modern 
weapons against an almost defenceless 
people, and the puppet State of 
Manchukuo was established, nominally as 
an independent entity, but actually as a 
vassal of Japan. Now the wise men in 
Tokyo are consciidating Japan’s position 
on the mainland. They are not satisfied 
with Manchukuo for a variety of reasons, 
and will not rest until they shall have 
conquered and annexed the whole of North 
China. | 

To this end Japanese troops h .ve been 
sent down from Manchukuo, and have 
taken control of the three provinces of 
Hupei, Shantung and Shansi, They also 
exert strong influence in the province of 
Shensi, as well as in the major portion of 
Inner Mongolia. In short, Japan is trying 
at the moment to extend Manchukuo to 
embrace three if not four, provinces of 
North China, including the city of 
Peking—or Peiping, as it now is called — 
} in addition to the great region of Inner 
Mongolia. Naturally, the Chinese are not 
enamoured of this prospect, and, what is 
more important, this time they seem to 
be prepared to make a stand. Hitherto 
their attempts to check the spread of 
Japanese influence have been childishly 
futile, resulting merely in the loss of large 


| numbers of Chinese lives; but a new spirit 


has arisen among them. General Chiany 
Kai-shek, who is head of the Chinese 
armies, appears to be a man of unusual 
ability as well as of unusual courage, and 
he is being supported by the great mass 
of Chinese opinion in his determination 
to oppose Tokyo’s aggressive plans. Some 
weeks ago a kind of agreement was 
patched: up between the Japanese 
authorities in the Northern provinces 
and the local Chinese commanders, ‘The 
Japanese demanded the withdrawal of all 
Chinese from a certain specified 
area, and, apparently, in order to gain

| From the European point of view the 
most important element in the Far 
' Eastern situation is the attitude of Soviet 
Russia. Domestig. politics may change 
with the years, but racial characteristics 
remain constant. For that reason there 
never can be any real friendship between 
Italians and Germans, or between 
Magyars and Slavs; and in the Far 
East, whether Russia remains Communist 
or becomes a Fascist State, she will 
continue to hate and to be hated by, the 
Japanese. Russia is desperately anxious 
regarding her position in the Far East, 
and with very good reason. She must 
have an ice free port outside the Black 
Sea, and she cannot afford to risk in any 
way the safety of Vladivostok. Further- 
more, Russia has enormous trading 
interests in Mongolia, Tibet and China, 
and for some time past her statesmen 
have been worried by the growing 
activities of the Japanese in those parts 
of the world. Nobody knows with any 
degree of accuracy the strength of Russia’s 
armed forces. Stalin’s battue of some of 
his best generals has given the impression 
that all is far from well with the Soviet 
Army; tut speculation on the matter 
would be futile. Time will tell. Every- 
thing goes to show that-the Russians will 
not remain permanently indifferent to a 
Japanese invasion of Chinese sovereignty. 
Moscow has been supporting Chinese 
resistance to Japan ever since the days 
of Borodin's organisation of the Kuomin- 
tang in Canton. The Russians have been 
arming the Chinese, stiffening their deter- 
mination, and generally encouraging them 
to assert their authority in their own 
country. Without outside help. of course, 
the Chinese armies could not last for a 
month against Japan’s highly mechanised 
and brilliantly officered forces; but, if 
Russia should take a hand in the game, 
the entire situation would be changed. 
Russian intervention in the East un- 
doubtedly would encourage Nazi Germany 
to precipitate her plans in the West; for 
Russia is in no case to wage war on two 
fronts. If such a development should 
occur, a world conflict would be brought 
appreciably nearer; and it is quite 
possible that civilisation’s fate is being 
decided at present in Tokyo and the 
Kremlin. 


Limerick Rises. 


“—Though Garryowen be. gone to wrack 

We'll win her ancient glories back.” 

The Corporation of Limerick is about to 
consider a plan for the city’s develop 
ment. There will be an exhaustive survey 
end a formal design. This is excellent 
news. Limerick possesses advantages 
which well might render it a place of out- 
standing beauty in the future Ireland. 
and these very advantages, if abused, may 
turn to ugliness what ought to have been 
fair. The site is the first of Limerick’s 
rare assets: the broad, navigable, lumi- 
nous river, with a background of gentle 
hills, The existing old buildings and lay- 
out are the second. An air of old-world 
dignity lingers about the Georgian houses 
and the stout, old, storied fortifications. 
The third advantage comes from the turn 
of history which has brought the lower 
waters of the Shannon into a new im- 
portance—the founding .of great electrical 
power works above the city, and the com- 
ing of the fleets of the air to Rynanna, 
lower down. Limerick has developed 
apace in the last dozen years, but its com- 
ing progress must be yet more rapid. 
Soon it must become, as a traffic centre of 
the air between two worlds, one of the 
most important places of Ireland, and, in 
a manner, of Western Europe. lis name 
will be in every time chart of communi- 
cations between Europe and North 
America. Cosmopolitan travellers, repre- 
sentatives of commerce and the arts, of 
military and politica] affairs, will alight 
on the Shannon, and well may make 
Limerick their halting place for confer- 
ences or for pleasure. Wise civic direction 
will obtain for that city, which has slept 
and dreamed of olden glory since the 
guns fell silent around the broken walls 
of Garryowen and Sarsfield’s ships spread 
sails for. France, new. prosperity, new 
fame. To this end all pains must be 
taken to preserve what is distinguished in 
the older fabric of Limerick, to clear away 
what is irremediable, and to renovate 
what is fitting; to insist, next, that all 
large new buildings shall be im tone with 
the old, and that the general character of 
the city shal] be maintained. Not a little 
has been done already which the judicious 
regret. Some ill-planned and unsightly 
streets have risen, The harm is not on a 
destructive scale, however, and it serves 
as a reminder of the danger in which 
Limerick stands of headlong, jerry- 
building exploitation. In Limerick many 
men of culture reside. Public spirit is 
high. Could not Limerick, therefore, set 
an example to the rest of Ireland by 
forming a voluntary committee of taste, 
which would organise. lectures on such 
topics as town-planning and architecture ? 
Something of the kind is needed if an 
educated public upinion is to co-operate 
with what.the Corporation does. The best 
advice may be got from experts, but the 
best expert advice may overlook local 
considerations, and, again, the best 
plans cannot prosper without the people's 
proud co-operation, What a splendid op- 
portunity Limerick enjoys to-day; first,

tions for the children who have just left 
school. - Each year hundreds of children 
of both sexes must also try to 
adjust themselves to an entirely new set 
of conditions. For perhaps ten years 
they have had their days fully occupied by 
the routine of a school—even home life 
had to accommodate itself to that exacting 
measure. Suddenly, and probably with- 
out any instruction about the nature of 
the competitive world which they are about 
to enter, they are plunged into a labour 
market already supplied beyond the 
saturation level. What are those boys and 
girls to do? Where can their parents turn 
for advice on the prospects of employment ? 
In every walk of life, as in all the social 
grades, the problem of what to do with 
the children who have left school is the 
pressing problem of the moment. In many 
English cities the local education authori- 
ties co-operate with the employment 
exchgnges and the organisations of 


school may be instructed mm the possibili- 
ties of obtaining immediate employment. 
Apparently, there is no such co-operation 
between educational and employing 
agencies in this country. The consequence 
is that large numbers of young people drift 
aimlessly íor long periods before they 
succeed in obtaining work of any kind; 
and, when work ultimately is obtained, it 
is not always of a kind from which a life 
career can be made. That the country is 
sadly in need of suitable guidance on this 
important matter is attested by parents 
who strive vainly to’ obtain suitable 
employment for their offspring; and it 
really would be work of national import- 
ance if some central body could be induced 
to. publish the desired information at 
stated intervals. A model upon which the 
publication of the material could be based 
can be found in the pamphlets issued by 
the Liverpool Education: Committee, which 
has now sent out a booklet setting forth 
briefly the prospects in professional 
occupations. The aim of the booklet is to 
assist young people, and their parents and 
teachers, to know what qualities are 
desired in different jobs, the period of 
training and the employment chances. A 
series of similar pamphlets dealing with 
conditions and prospects here would be a 


boon. 


Sea and $ky 


Yesterday the huge French steamship 
Normandie created a new record when she 
crossed the Atlantic in the time of ó days 
22 hours and 7 minutes, at an average 
speed of 31.2 knots. Within another few 
months—or even, perhaps, another few 
weeks—the British liner Queen Mary 
probably will have surpassed even the 
Normandia’s speed ; and so the senseless 
duel will go on until one nation or the 
other is wise enough to concede the hollow 
victory.. What is the purpose of these 
almost hysterical efforts to save a couple 
of hours on the journey between Europe 
and America? If report speaks truly. 
they are attended with discomfort to the 
passengers, and the strain upon engines 
and fabric cannot fail to shorten the lives 
of the gallant ships. The futility of it all 
is thrown into relief by contrast with the 
performance of another type of vessel, 
which also crossed the Atlantic in record 
time: yesterday. Starting from Port Bot- 
wood, in Newfoundland, late at night, the 
Imperial Airways’ flying boat Cambria 
alighted on the waters of the Shannon at 
half-past ten in the morning. . The 
passage from continent to continent, which 
the Normandie needed four days and 
nights to accomplish, was achieved by the 
flying boat in just under twelve hours. 
In the light of such a comparison, surely 
the costly competition for the '' blue 
riband of the Atlantic ” seems just a trifle 
foolish. A new age of transport has 
begun—an age which will recognise new 
standards of speed, and to which the 
fastest passages of even such super-ships 
as the Queen Mary and Normandie will be 
merely a crawl. The great ship will 
retain its value—at least for many genera- 
tions to come—just as the canal barge has 
retained its utility against all the compe- 
tition of fast inland traffic; but its 
function will be to transport heavy loads 
rather than to save time. The flights of 
the Cambria, the Caledonia and the Pan- 
American Clipper have sounded the 
death-knel] of the ‘‘ ocean greyhound.’ 
Henceforward its réle will be rather that 
of the ‘‘ floating hotel.”’

Japanese economic interests in 
China will suffer severely if Japan 
and China fight. This is the view 
expressed by Mr. Teiji Katsuda, a 
well-known Japanese economic 
writer, in an article in the ‘* Yo 
Miuri.’’ 

Mr. Katsuda points out that 
many Japanese cotton spinning 
companies have branch mills in 
China, and, 1f the North China 
situation develops into “actual 
warfare, all these will have to 
be closed. | 

Although exports: of Japanese cotton 
cloth to China are less than 10 per cent. 
of the total exports, says Mr. Katsuda, 
the export value totals approximately 
£1,765,000 a year. Exports of cloth to 
China amount to about 12,000 bales of 
yarn a month. If Japanese traders are 


unable to expand markets abroad spin- 
ning mills will have to curtail production 
of yarn to that extent. 


SPINNING INDUSTRY 


Mr. Katsuda adds that such develop- 
ments in China would, doubtless. one day 
create a wider sphere of spinning ac- 
tivity in that country, but this prospect 
is rather one of remote possibility. More- 
over, as long as the countries remained 
at war public support of the spinning in- 
dustry would steadily fall away. 

The Japanese rayon industry, on the 
other hand, has no branch factories iw 


China, and, according to Mr. Katsuda, 
would, therefore, experience no trouble 
out of the closing of the mills. But, he 


points out, China is one of the largest 
consuming centres of Japanese rayon, and 
a Sino-Japanese conflict would be a vita] 
blew to the industry, as it would lose its 
market entirely, at least for the time 
being. 

The industry’s reliance on China has 
increased since early this year, and 
promises to increase more if the situation 
is solved peacefully. 

As regards ores, Mr. Katsuda points out 
that Japan imports 51 per cent. of her 
ores from China, and, in the event of 
war, those imports would be stopped en- 
tirely.

ANGLO-JAPANESE SHIPPING 
TALKS 


An Anglo-Japanese shipowners’ con- 
ference for large-scale negotiations to stop 
competition between the shipping interests 
of the two countries is expected to be held 
this autumn in Japan, says Reuter.. 

Shipping competition has been severe for 
several years, and became pronounced 
during the early. part of this year, 
centring largely in the British India, 
Versia and Australia se1vices. 

Anglo-Japanese shipping rivalry 
has become even more serious since 
the British Indian Government 
adopted a policy of confining Indian 
coastwise slnpping to British lines. 

Another 1ecent. development is the ex- 
tension of the British India Steam Navi- 
gation Companys Madras service from 
Singapore to Kobe. The Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha and. Mitsui Bussan Kaisha. are 
said to havé adopted an attitude of co- 
operation with Mackinnon Mackenzies, 
and to have effected a compromise on allo- 
cation of ships and cargoes. . At the same 
time, these Japanese a have pro- 

sed the organisation of a freight con- 
erence. 

In July representatives of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, Osaka Shosen Kaisha, 
Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, Yamashita Steam-

There was widespread speculation in 
Evangelical circles in Berlin this after- 
noon as to the reason why the long- 
awaited trial of ex-Submarine Commander 
Pastor Martin Niemoller has been post- 
poned at the last minute. 
Among the German public at large the 
news is not known, for it has not as yet 
been released for the German Press. 
Reuter was informed that the date of 
the new trial depends on the result of 
further inquiries which are at present 
being made. 

An official of the Ministry of Justice sai 
to-night :— i 
“ Additional charges have had to be 
investigated. Therefore, it was impossible 
for the trial to begin to-morrow.’’ 
Special interest has been attached to 
the trial in Berlin in view of the demon- 
strations outside Pastor Niemoller’s 
church at Dahlem yesterday, when crowds 
of churchgoers were taken into custody 
by the police after efforts to disperse them 
had failed. Altogether some 115 men and 
women were taken to secret police head- 
quarters. 
This incident, coupled with the fact that 
the case against ‘another Church leader, 
Dr. Dibelius, was discharged last Friday 
owing to lack of evidence, may have led 
the authorities to make certain that before 
Pastor Niemoller was brought to trial 
every particle of evidence which could be 
brought agaiust him should be available, 
The need for this would be all the more 
apparent, since it has been already stated 
that the hearing would be public and 
that the Press would be admitted,

A” a protest to the British Govern- 
ment’s action in expetling three 
German journalists, on the ground 
that their presence was detrimental 
to Anglo-German relations. the 
German authorities, Reuter under- 
stands, have decided to ask ‘‘ The 
limes ' newspaper to withdraw its 
chief correspondent in Berlin, Mr. 
Norman Ebbutt, within a fortnight. 
The newspaper is requested to send 
out another correspondent who will 
carry out his task in a manner more 
acceptable to the regimé. 
The announcement followed a visit by 
Dr. Woermann, the German Chargé 
d’Affaires in London, to Lord Halifax, 
who is in charge of the Foreign Office 
in the absence of Mr. Eden, who is on 
holiday. 
Dr. Woermann, who is acting for Herr 
von Ribbentrop, the German Ambassador, 
who is also on holiday, remained with 
Lord Halifax for twenty minutes. It was 
understood that the German Govern- 
ment’s views, presented by Dr. Woermann, 
were couched in resi®uined terms. 
Mr. Norman Ebbutt, who is 43, has 
been in The Times Berlin office. since 
September, 1925, and has been chief corre- 
spondent of that paper since 1927, 
Although his work has always been 
anonymous, he is one of the most widely 
known of all the correspondents in Berlin. 
Members of German Governments, 
foreign diplomats, and prominent visitors 
to Germany from Great Britain, have 
regularly consulted him for information or 
advice about German affairs. 
In addition to his knowledge of Ger- 
many, he has’ had wide journalistic ex- 
be of many kinds. He served for 
our years and a half in the R.N.V-.R. 
in the war. He was President of the 
Association of Forei Correspondents 
during the troublous Sn of 1933, after 
the Nazis came to power, and was a mem- 
ber of the Association’s Committee for 


ten years. 
Herr Werner Crome, one of the German 
journalists, told a Press Association 


reporter last night that there had been no 
change in his position. 
“TI will be leaving London at the end 
of this week.” he said. ‘‘ I am not making 
any approach to the Foreign Office. The 
matter is in the hands of my Govern- 
ment.”’ 

When told the Reuter report that Mr. 
Norman: Ebbutt, The Times Berlin Corre- 
spondent, had been expelled, Herr Crome 
said that he did not know Mr. Ebbutt. 
but had heard of him. 

Mr. Ebbutt became President of the 
Association of Foreign Correspondents in 
1933—at the time the Nazis came into 
power—after Mr. Edgar Mowrer was com- 
pelled to leave Berlin because the German 
Government had declined to further 
guarantee his safety.

These journalists are: Herr Werner 
Crome and Herr Wrede, correspondent 
and assistant correspondent respectively, 
of the Berlin newspaper Lokalanzeiger, 
who have worked in London for some 
years, and Herr Langen, representative of 
a little known German news agency, who 
was only recently transferred to London. 
The charges against these men have not 
been published, but it is known that they 
are not concerned with journalistic work

understood that Dr. Woermann disclosed 
the ‘particular interest of the German 
authorities in the case of Herr Langen, 
who had already, before his transfer to 
London, incurred the displeasure of the 
Italian Government. 

Dr. Biefeld, of the German Embassy, 
had been informed on Friday that the 
facts made it impossible for the British 
Government to review their decision. 
Yesterday Dr. Woermann uested the 
Foreign Office to inform The Times of the 
German Government’s desire to have re- 
moved from Germany the senior corre 
spondent of The Times in Berlin, Mr. 
Norman Ebbutt,.on the ground that his 
journalistic work does not meet with their 
approval. He asked that The Times 
should recall Mr. Ebbutt from Germany 
within the next two weeks—the implica- 
tion being that he should be succeeded by 
a correspondent whose despatches would 
more nearly reflect the official version of 
the achievements of the régime. Failing 
his withdrawal, the German Government, 
Dr. Woermann intimated, would proceed 
to his expulsion.

The refusal of the Home Office to re- 
new for four German journalists their 
permits to reside in England has raised a 
question that may always be delicate in 
the intercourse between nations, remarks 
The, Times editorially to-day. 
German Press representatives whose pre- 
sence is no longer considered desirable 
by the British authorities, two have. been 
members of the foreign Press in London 
for a considerable period, hava enjoyed 
the hospitality of this country without 


as they liked and where they liked. It can 
be stated with absolute certainty. that the 
termination. of their right to remain in 
London has nothing whatever to do with 
the way in which they discharged their 
professional duties. They were at liberty 
to praise or to blame, to exaggerate or to 
belittle, and to interpret the acts of the 
British Government and the habits of the 
British people exactly as seemed right to 
them. 4 
They have clearly been asked to go on 
account of activities which lay outside 
their professional duties, and it may 
become necessary to state precisely what 
these activities have been. The right just 
exercised by the British Government is one 
which is exercised in the national interest 
by every Government in the world, and 
no Government has used it more freely in 
the last three or four years than the 
Government of the Reich. The German 
Government, indeed, have gone much 
farther ; for three British and many other 
journalists have already been requested 
to leave Germany, simply because their 
messages reflected views. which displeased 
the authoritarian Government of Berlin. 
In spite of that the British Government 
have never retaliated, and their present 
action, in each. instance, is taken on the 
merits of the case, and has no con- 
nection with any previous action by 
Germany. In regard to the fourth 
German journalist who has now been 
refused residence in this country, his 
presence was recently judged to be 
undesirable by the Italian Government in 
Rome, and he was then transferred by 
his employers to this country. Now his 
presence here is also not desired, and in 
his case, too, the reasons are wholly un- 
connected with his professional activities. 
The action taken by the British Govern- 
ment is reported by our Berlin Correspon- 
dent to have produced some indignant 
comment in Berlin, where, of course, the 
nature of the activities of these particular 
journalists is not known, But it is some- 
what surprising that the official German 
News Agency should announce that the 
German Government did not disguise the 
fact that the British measure had made 
the most painful impression upon them. 
It is the usual diplomatic practice for 
any Government to whom the facts «f 
irregular activities on the part of its 
nationals in a foreign country have been 
made known fully to endorse their 
removal, and even on occasions to apologise 
for their activities. Only a‘ few years 
ago it was the custom for the German 
Government just as for any other: But 
autres temps autres moeurs, and the 
present German Government, so far from 
discouraging offences against international 
good manners and supporting the measures 
taken to chasten the offenders, are actually 
understood to be considering reprisals 
which would take the form of the expul- 
sion from Berlin of the principal Corre- 
spondent of Zhe Times, merely on the 
ground that he has been critical on occa- 
sion in his attitude towards the Nazi 
régime. If they should really decide to 
take such a step there could no ques- 
tion, of course, of the replacement of Mr. 
Ebbutt by a more amenable correspondent. 
It would confirm, in their opinion, those 
people in this and in other countries who 
comsider that the Nazi standards do not 
accord with the usual conrtesies of 
civilised international life, and would be 
a serious set-back to those who are work- 
ing for an improvement of Anglo-German

u within the next few days there is 
no hopeful news in regard to the 
building trade dispute—now in pro- 
gress for seventeen weeks—the 
Dublin Corporation will endeavour to 
bring about a conference between its 
members and the: master builders who 
are parties to Corporation housing 
contracts. | 

The position, from the point of view of 
the Corporation and its housing schemes, 
was discussed at the monthly meeting of 
the Corporation last night, when the Lord 
Mayor asked the City Mansger what had 
been the outcome of his ‘appeal to the 
parties to the ps 6 a0 The Lord Mayor 
said that it was shameful to allow of the 
continuance of a dispute which was bring- 
ing hardships on so many of the people, 
women and children included. It was 
time that the Corporation should demand 
a meeting with their contractors to discuss 
the situation, because it was disgraceful 
that people who needed houses had to go 
without them. Two years ago the Cor- 
poration provided sites for 15,000 houses, 
and it was hoped that 1,600 of-them would 
be available this year, but the strike was 
making that impossible. He wanted to 
make it known that that was not the fault 
of the Corporation. 


CITY MANAGER'S 
STATEMENT 


The City Manager stated that he had 
met both sides, and was informed that the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce was 
interesting himself in the dispute and that 
the intervention of others would serve no 
useful purpose. Since then he had not 
been approached. He had no power to 
insist on the resumption of building by 
their contractors. 

The Lord Mayor asked whether they 
could break the contract if the contractors 
did not carry out the work, 

Mr. Rice (Law Agent) informed the 
meeting that there was a clause in the 
contracts excusing the contractors if build- 
ing was held up by strikes, lock-outs or 
trade disputes.

Summer time) on Sunday, the 
Imperial Airways flying boat 
Cambria reached -Foynes yesterday 
morning at 10.32, thus establishing 
a new record for the Atlantic cross- 
ing. 

The flight of 11 hours 57 minutes 
brought the Cambria to Foynes 28 
minutes ahead of her scheduled time. 
Her sister ship, the Caledonia, had 
previously held the record with a 
flight which occupied six minutes 
longer. The United States flying 
boat, the Pan-American Clipper, took 
43 minutes longer than the Cambria. 


AT FREEZING POINT 


Flying for the greater part of the 
journey at a height of between ten and 
eleven thousand feet on a straight line, 
the Cambria deviated from her course 
once in order to avoid a storm. Viewing 
the storm from a distance, the crew saw 
the lightning flashing from the clouds, 
The temperature at that height remained 
at about freezing point. 

At 5.30 a.m. Captain Powell, in charge 
of the Cambria, wirelessed that he had 
flown over a large ship, and at 8.30 he 
said he was expecting to arrive at about 
11 a.m. 

On arrival at Foynes nearly half-an- 
hour earlier than he had expected, 
Captain Powell had to inform Wireless 
Operator J. H. A. Lewis of the death of 
his four months’ old son from pneumonia 
at Fenwick Cottage Hospital, Lyndhurst. 
The child died on Friday, but it was 
decided not to break the news to. Mr. 
Lewis until after this West-to-East cross- 
ing. 

Ti was decided to fly to Southampton 
yesterday afternoon, if possible, so that 
the wireless operator could join his wife, 
who lives at Frampton Way, Totton, near 
Southampton. 


THE SURVEY FLIGHTS 


The Cambria flew to Newfoundland on 
July 29-30, following the successful double 
trip by her sister flying-boat Caledonia. 

The Pan-American Airways Clipper, 
which is also taking part in these survey 
flights, preparatory to the establishment 
of a regular trans-Atlantic service, has 
made two double flights, including the 
first davlight crossing to Newfoundland 
last Friday.

A new Atlantic steamship record was 
established by the French liner Nor- 
mandie, which arrived yesterday off Ryde, 
Isle of Wight. to disembark passengers 
for Southampton. She had made the 
fastest sea crossing—3 days 22 hours 7 
minutes—at an average speed of 31.2 
knots. On her outward journey she had 
established a new East to West crossing 
by averaging 30.58 knots. 

Captain Pierre Thoreaux told a Press 
representative on arrival at Ryde:—*‘ We 
are very pleased to have beaten the record. 
The ship went perfectly, and on this last 
voyage we had wonderful weather. So far 
as I know, there will be no more experi- 
ments. We shall get back to schedule 
after this.”

Sonvenirs not only of the Great War but 
also of the South African War are still beiny 
returned to their rightful owners or to 
relatives of the fallen. -Within the last few 
days.a Belgian jeweller appealed for he!p 
in tracing the owner oi a watch which was 
found in the discarded uniform of a German 
soldier neav Mons. ‘The watch, which bore 
the inscription: “Presented to Lance-Corporal 
S. 1. Hoper, Ist Kilkenny Company, Boys’ 
Brigade, 1911, came into the possession of 
the jeweller when it was brought for repair. 
Recently a man walked into the Imperial 
War Museum in London with a metal dise 
which he had picked up.’ It turned out to 
be the identification plaque of a German air- 
man who lost his life in the Potters Bar 
Zeppelin disaster, An official of the museu:n 
sent it to the German Embassy for return to 
the relatives 
_ Since 1955 the British Legion has been 
conducting a successful appeal among mem- 
bers for the return of German war souvenirs. 
they are handed back through the German 
ex-Servicerren’s organisation. 

‘The Germans do the same for us, a 
Legion official told a reporter yesterday. 

One of the most recent examples was the 
return of a Bible helonging to a British 
soldier, It was found 
German soldier and was sent to us from 
Berlin. It still bore traces of the mud ct 
Flanders. 

“The drum of the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, which was left behind at Le 
Cateau, was restored by means of a film. 
After being picked up by the advancing Ger- 
mian troops, it was apparently dumped again, 
for a German officer found it in a bush. A 
Jew years after the war a German ex-soldier 
called Herr Eiffe happened te drop into a 
cinema where he saw a film called Mons. It 
impressed him, particularly that part which 
depicted the loss of the Highlanders’ drum. 
his was not altogether surprising in view 
of the fact that Herr Eiffe had the drum in 
his possession.. -He at once returned it to 
the regiment, and it is now at Stirling 
Castle.”’ 

The South African war ended in May, 1902, 
but relics of the campaign are stil] being un- 
earthed. An official at South Africa House 
stated: ‘‘ We frequently receive from men 
who fought in the South African war, ‘or 
their descendants, such articles as Bibles, 
notebooks, rifles, and othr war trophies, with 
the request that we should restore them. 

“Since an appeal was made by Lord 
Roberts in 1911 we have succeeded in return 
ing many hundreds of souvenirs, and they 
are still coming in. If we cannot find the 
families of the original owners we give them 


to the South African Museum.”

OFF ALGIERS 


The French Consul at Salamanca has 
been instructed to lodge a protest with 
the Nationalist authorities following the 
air attack on the French steamer Djebel 
Amour in the Mediterranean, North ef 
Algiers, last Friday. 

The Djebel Amour was one of three 
vessels reported attacked by warplanes at 
about the same time. The others were the 
London tanker British Corporal and the 
Italian’ steamer Mongioia. She reported 
that on Friday an aeroplane swooped low 
over her, firing a machine gun. No one 
was hurt. 

The British Government have made a 
strong protest at Salamanca and at Palma 
Majorea regarding the bombing and 
machine-gunning of the British Corporal. 


BOMBED BRITISH SHIP 


The Press Association learned last night 
that the Admiralty has been in close touch 
with the owners of the British Corporal, 
the British tanker which was bombed by 
aeroplanes thirty miles west of Algiers.

WITNESS OF CEREMONY 


STILL LIVING 
—————— 


N Leipzig there lives to-day an old man, 

| now i tá 77th year, who was present aí, 
the laying of the corner-stone of the Day- 

reuth sestival Playhouse on May 22, 1872. 
He was then 12 years old and a member .í 
the boy choir connected with the Riedel sing 
ing Society of Leipzig. His name nm Pau! 
Heinrichs, and he is still a loyal supporter . 
that famous musical society. He relates that 
the greatest event of his boyhood days was his 
tnp from Leipzig to Bayreuth on that \W) 
Sunday in 1872 which was destined to 
such an historic date in the annals of mus 
and was to make Richard Wagners nam 
immortal. . 

It was at Wagner’s special request that on 
the occasion of the laying of the corner-sto 
the Riedel Society should send 125 of r 
best singers to the ceremony, not only beva. 
they were the most famous chorus in all 
Germany, but also because Wagner had | 
great, personal affection for this Leipzig 
Society, This friendship dated back to t! 
year 1861, when Wagner bad just returned 
from his exile and had attended a singing 
festval at Weimar. He requested Kar! 
Riedel, who with his chorus was taking part 
in the festival, to include Bach's motette, 
“ Sing unto the Lord,” in his programme. 
Riedel, however, knowing that this motette 
was one of Wagner's favourites, had fore- 
stalled the request and had already tele. 
graphed to Leipzig for the notes. On the 
following day, at the early morning con- 
cert, his chorus sang this clussic motette 
without previous rehearsal. Beside Wagner, 
the audience at this remarkable concert in 
eluded Franz Liszt, Peter Cornelius, Hans 
von Buelow, and other celebrated musi- 
clans. Wagner's admiration of the 
Leipzig singers and their performance was 
foilowed not long after by an incident which 
happened to Jiszt while he was out walking. 
He met two small street. urchins going along 
the street, their hands in their pockets, 
whistling a duet. Put the melody was not 
that of a popular song. Much to Liszt's 
astonishment, the two youngsters’ were 
whistling a part of the Bach motette. “‘ What 
is this” ” said Liszt to Karl Riedel, who was 
walking beside him. “ Do the young street 
bovs in this town whistle Bach?” ‘‘ Those 
are two boys from my choir in the 3rd 
Common School,” answered Riedel proudly. 
It was to this same choir that Paul Heinriclis 
belonged. | 


WAGNER'S ORCHESTRA 

So it was with deiight and curiosity that he 
journeyed to Bayreuth on that famous Whit- 
Sunday with the rest of the Riedel chorus. 
That Richard Wagner was a famous artist 
and compcser, beloved by many, and by 
others hated and misunderstood, was already 
known to these boys. The song festival at the 
corner-stone laving was a great even:. Wagner 
conducted Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony, and 
Hans Richter, himself a great con- 
ductor, 18 said to have played 
the kettle-drums in Wagner’s orchestra 
on that occasion. It was, in fact, an 
orchestra assembled from all parts of the 
country, and included many well-known 
musicians. 

Just as often happens at ceremonies of this 
kind, it was a rainy day, and young Hein- 
rich’s impressions of the occasion were some- 
what gloomy. ‘‘ Nothing but a big hole in 
the ground,” said he, describing the spot 
where now stands the Festival Play House ; 
Wagner he recalls as “an excitable little 
man.” He also relates how he and his 
comrades wanted very much to sample the 
famous Bayreuth beer and white radishes. 
The old gardener in charge of the house 
where they were quartered, however, told 
them that they could have all the radishes 
they wanted, but he would not give ‘* boys 
from foreign parts” any beer, as it “ would 
not agree with them.”’ 

The three great citadels of music in 
Germany are the St. Thomas Church, where 
Bach played; the Gewandhaus, also in 
Leipzig, which is the oldest concert hall in 
the world, and, lastly, the Festival Play 
House at Bayreuth.
